Recently I served a TAMALE 
LOAF for a luncheon which I gave 
and all have requested the recipe. 
There are many variations to a Ta- 
male Loaf. I prefer using chicken. 
However the one I am going to give 
you is equally as good substituting 
any other kind of, either cooked or 
raw veal, pork or beef. This one is 
made without meat. 

One large can whole kernel corn, 
one large can solid pack tomatoes. 
One half cup olive oil. One large 
onion, one tablespoon minced green 
pepper. One cup ripe whole olives. 
One clove garlic, three teaspoons 
salt, one fourth teaspoon each of 
black and red pepper. Three eggs, 1 
cup milk, 1% cup yellow corn meal. 
Saute onions, garlic, green pepper 
in two tablespoons of the olive oil. 
Put into large iron skillet and add 
tomatoes, corn and balance of olive 
oil, and seasonings.
